The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
applicant differs from the art of record and the other possible art in the area of endeavor 
mainly because the art does not disclose a breast scanning device complete with an 
endless loop structure which physically turns upside down while having an ultrasonic 
probe fixed thereto and while supporting the breast itself.
